But-l think that 
if Lord Palmerston had only a 
housemaid to open the door, and 
foreign Ministers called there, 
everybody would say that he was 
very mean and unfit for his 
situation.” . ; 
Palmerston was, at the time, 
Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, and, being a wealthy 
man, was noted for his lavish 
hospitality. In fact, the £5,000 a 
year which the head of the 
Foreign Office is paid does not 
always cover the cost of living, 
and the social! entertainments 
which he has annually to give. 
In addition to maintaining 4 posi- 
tion of great dignity in a becom- 
ing manner, he is expected 
regularly to entertain at his own 
expense the-members of the 
various foreign diplomatic mis- 
sions in Londen. LordRosebery 
has. said that when he’ was 
Foreign Secretary in 1893 he 
spent half of. his year's salary 
upon two receptions - at the 
Foreign Office. , ; 
GLADSTONE’S PRINCIPLE. 
Gladstone, like Lord John 
Russel; lived—wellin-office and 
simply in opposition. .On his 
appointment as Prime Minister 
for the first time in 1868 he took

TheCanton Intelligence Bureau 
sends us the following copy of a 
telegram to Messrs. Hsu Shih- 
chang and Kung Hsin-chan, 
Peking, September Sth, 1919:— 

Your telegram and letter have 
been received, in which you state 

-‘that you bave appointed Mr. 
Wang I-tang to be the Chief 
Plenipotentiary Delegate for the 
Peace Conference, and together 
with him, Messrs.. Wu Ting- 
chang, Wang Ka-min, Sze Yu, 
Fang Shu Wang Yn-lin, Lew 
Yin-ka, Li Kué-chin, Ken Shu-ki, 
Hsu Fu-sho who are now ready 
to proceed to Shanghai, and 
you ask us to notify our delegates 
toconferwiththem. Asthe Peace 
Conference has’ already come to 
a deadiock for four months, the 
prolongation. of this deadlock is 
not good for the nation. You 
hope for peace and desire the 

. Conference to be continued. No 

- man can help but agree. But the 
post of the Chief Delegate is not 
to represent the opinion of one 
‘party only; he must be trusted

While it 
is desirable that the Chief De- 
legate should beable to shoulder 
responsibility, sare there not, 
among the many able men in the 
North,.any one who is agreeable 
to you and who besides Mr. 
Wang, can shoulder responsibi- 
lity? Moreover, the one who 
shoulders responsibility should be’ 
one who is free from fetters on 
all sides, so a& to consider the 
welfare of the nation with ‘fair 
and ‘right judgment. What is it 
now? The responsibility he 
holds is from what quarter?

UNFORTUNATE UTTERANCES. 


The world is still waiting for an announcement by Japan of the 
date on which she intends to hand back Shantungto China. Again 
and again, we have had promises by responsible Japanese states- 
men that it is her intention to return the territory. But that does 
not take us very far. Even at the time Tsingtau was captured, the 
Japanese declared in an official proclamation that they were merely 
holding the place “with a view to its aventual restoration to 
China.” So the recent promises are nothing new. We have nev 
doubted Japan's intentions to yield up the territory, but we hav 
always had in view the possibility, and even the certainty, tha 
retroceasion would be made conditionally. And it is precisely the 
question of what these conditions are to be that matters. It is one 
thing to give up territory ; quite another to hold on to special rights 
and privileges and to insist on more. Those arc aspects of the 
matter that must always be kept in mind when considering thia 
problem. 

: Naturally, Japan and China look at this question from totally 
different standpoints. The former relies on right of conquest and 
the agreement with Britain and France. China claime that she, and 
she alone, has a moral right to the territory. In the United States, 
much discussion has taken place on the issue. Certain groups of 
politicians side with China in the matter, and they are opposing the 
Tatification of the Peace Treaty because, as they say, of the provi- 
sions of the olauses relating to Shantung. President Wilson says 
however, that their interest in China is an assumed one—that it is 
not for the purpose of assisting Chins, but that its object is to defeat 
the Peace Treaty. Some of the President's recent ut*erances on this 
subject have been inexplicable, to say nothing of their being the 
reversd of diplomatic. The other day he asked an audience of 
women whether it would be wisa-to go to war over 
Shantung, and now he has declared that the only way in which 

ina’s case can be bettered would be for America to wage warfare 
with Britain, France and Japan. Thet we cannot but regard a most 
unfortunate utterance, and wo are surprised that it should everhave 
come from the President of the United States. Apart from its being 
ill-advised, it conflicts with Mr. Wilaon’s recent arzuments that by 
. the League of Nations Covenant, which is included in the Peace 
Treaty, all secret Treaties become null and void, the inference of 
this remark being that the understanding ‘eached between Britain 
France and Ji apan, hefore China becamo an Ally; would, on ratifice- 
tion of the peace terms, automatically becoma invalid. Whether 
_that is so.or not, ia a point with which we are not concerned at the 
moment; the contradictory character. of the: twa utterances is

declarations. on this Shantung question, but his choice of wont is 
unfortunate, to aay the least of it. Any such thoughts of America 
going to war on the issuo are evidently farthest’ from his mind, for 
ho candidly says that it is impossible for the United States now to 
desert her associates.in the war, meaning, we presume, France and

nothing. Incidentally, too, those 
Hongkong Government servants 
who have their pensions paid in 
sterling must now bo getting 
rather badly hit. 

THE CHINESE TANGLE. 

There is always a fly in tho 
ointment when we come to laok 
at Chinese affairs in general and 
politics in particular. There is 
one to-day, and the fly on this 
occasion is the chief Northern 
delegate to the Shanghai Con- 
ference, which is being re- 
convened for the purpose of 
finding some way out of the 
tiresome disputes which have 
been going on for so long between 
North and South. We do not put 
much store on these Con- 
ferences, for the simple reason 
that personalities altogether 
behind the scenes seem to 
exercise the predominating in- 
fluence, both in obstruction and at- 
tempted settlemént of difficulties, 
But, aside from that altogether, 
it is disappointing to those who 
pin their hopes in this Conference 
to see all the bother that is 
being made over its personnel, 
In a pathetic statement . the 
otber day, the President of China 
said that the first Northern 
nominee was objected to by the 
Northerners, and that the latest 
appointment is resented by the 
Southerners, so that he ig in an 
awkward position. Poor man, we 
pity him; he would be o being 
altogether too good for this world 
who could satisfy the two factions 
on any point just at present. 
ANNIVERSARIES. 

Not a few among that class of 
persons who look upon the 
annual celebrating of an out- 
standing event as ao quite un- 
necessary and old-fashioned 
practice, must, upon reflection, be 
constrained to forgive the gather- 
ing recently held in Paris to mark 
the fifth anniversary of the first 
Battle of ihe Marne. One is 
quite ready to admit that a good 
many “anniversaries” have no 
claim to be noticed beyond that 
they are milestones to mark the 
passing of time, but it has 
to be admitted with equal readi- 
ness that there are certain days 
in the calendar that have 
so great a significance in the 
story of civilisation that to leave 
them unmarked would be an 
unforgivable excess of churlish- 
ness. And since 1914 there has 
been no greater day than that on 
which the first Battle of the 
Mame was ‘won for the Allies. 
The subsequent struggle of four 
years, crowned as it was by such 
a glorious and, overwhelming 
victory for the sword of justice, 
would never have been known, 
had the Germans succeeded in 
their initial attempt to crush and 
sweep away all opposition. “But 
the Battie of the Marne gave 
them check and, more important 
still, gave the ‘Allies the time they 
80 badly needed to organise their 
fighting machinery. Ifitieright 
to celebrate peace, surely it is 
equally so to celebrate the event 
that made it possible for us.
